RULES FOR DERIVATION. 



CHAPTER I. 

Of Derivative Nouns : Andjirst of thoie thai are 
derived from other Nouns. 

Nouns are derived from all parts of speech, except 
conjunctions. Thus fron^ ^H^h ^^*^^ s,uperiari^ 
comes wtfvff'ttHy vohai is of the lust year : from x'^y 
heri, yesterday^ comes ^o-mii^ hesternas, what is of 
yesterday: from vsrf^, super, upon^ comes Ivttr^iy 
consul, a^rst magistrate ; and such others. 

But the most cotnmon derivation is made from nouns 
and verbs. 

From nouns, there are six different sorts of deriva- 
tives. 1. Patronymics. 3. Gentiles. 3. Possessives. 
4. Diminutives. 5. Augmentatives. 6. Those that 
are particularly called Denominatives. 

I. PATRONYMICS. 

Nouns of parentage or family, which the Greeks 
call patronymics, are those, which being taken for the 
name of the father or grandfather, are given afterwards 
to all his descendants* They are of two sorts, mascu- 
line and feminine.

Insomuch, 
that as the Latins called labrones, those that had great 
lips ; silones, those that had large eyebrows : in like 
manner the Greeks called them x^^^^^^y from x**^9 
t9i, the lip ; /SAff «^f«$, from fixi^pof, the eyelid. 

Likewise from yftcB^, the jaw, yv«(l#v, a great eater^ 
one that has a large jaw : ^f^o^f, bold^ rash ; ^^tbrttfy 
a swaggerer, a bully : ir?MTV9, broad; UKBtran, Plato^ 
so called by reason of his broad shoulders: v^iaZr^i, 
riches; Tl?iHTm, the god of hell and of riches.

CHAPTER III. 

Of Compound fVordsy and particularly^ of Nouns^ 

Thcre are compounds of four or five particles to. 
gether ; as oxo^e-in^oTelvf^ howsoever it be / Kec$ctvrepxwj

' Sometimes*we find two nouns joined to a particle ; 
as TTwixci^m^ of little duration^ unseasonable; ivixpt^or^' 
Mtet, a fine child, but with difficulty brought into the 
world, or a woman who is delivered of a fine childybut ^ 
has had a very hard labour* 

But we seldom meet with three nouns together, in . 
jpure authors, though we find such in Lycophron, 
|SvTA«90xr«r0$, built by a strayed cow ; ^tXotvhfuciftoi, a 
relation, or one of the same blood; which sounds a little 
too harsh. 

The comic writers indeed divert themselves with 
composing monstrous long ones, as may be seen in 
Aristophanes, where, amcng others, we find one at the^ 
end of his 'EkkXht, composed of eight and twenty 
words ; which shews the great fertility of , this lan- 
guage In the formation of its compounds.

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But most wortliy of onr notice, are the nomis com- 
posed of two words, wherein we are to remark partico* 
larly the final of the first word, which may he either a 
noun^ or a verb.
